AVTNG  prepared  this  little  Pamphlet  for  my  own  amusement, 
I  print  it,  as  I  think  others  of  my  family  will  read  with 
pleasure  what  has  furnished  occupation  for  so  many  of  my  leisure 
hours,  and  will  share  with  me  the  interest  of  tracing  the  family 
history  through  so  many  centuries.  I  have  found  no  data  to  lead 
me  to  suppose  that  any  other  branches  of  the  family  are  still  in 
existence,  but  I  cannot  positively  affirm  that  there  are  none.  The 
Skipwouths  in  Lincolnshire  use  the  arms  and  crest  of  the 
Skipwiths,  but  how  they  obtained  them  I  do  not  know  ;  there  is  no 
connection  between  the  families.

j^^OgJ  jl  HE  family  of  Skipwith,  originally  written  Schypwic, 

■^W^'^  ^and  so  denominated  from  the  Town  and  Lordship

The  family  of  Estouteville  is  spoken  of  by  Augustin  du 
Paz  in  his  "  History  of  the  Families  of  Bretagne,"  and  by 
other  French  writers,  as  one  of  the  most  ancient  and  powerful 
families  in  Normandy,  and  there  is  a  tradition  .hat  it  is 
descended  from  one  of  the  Kings  of  Hungary,  whose  name 

was   GeiSa.  a  Diet  de  noblesse 

The  tradition  runs  that  all  the  sons  of  the  king  died  in    le^  ch?naye  Ss 
their  infancy,  and  that  the  king  was  assured  by  a  holy  man    p.  177. 
whom  he  met  by  accident,  that  God  would  give  him  healthy

offspring  if  he  would  become  a  Christian.  The  king  and 
his  queen  went,  in  consequence  of  this  intimation,  to  Rome, 
where  they  were  duly  instructed  and  baptized ;  but  on 
returning  to  their  own  country  they  were  driven  away  by 
their  idolatrous  subjects,  and  took  refuge  in  Normandy, 
where  some  lands  were  assigned  them  by  the  king  of  France. 
Here  they  built  a  Town  and  Castle,  to  which  they  gave  the 
name  of  Est-toute-ville,  to  signify  thereby  all  the  towns  they 
had  abandoned  for  their  faith,  or,  all  the  towns  which  they 
had  acquired  in  Normandy.  A  son  was  here  born  to  them 
with  a  mark  on  one  of  his  shoulders  resembling  a  dead  lion, 
and  the  Estoutevilles,  in  consequence,  took  a  dead  lion  as 
their  arms,  in  lieu  of  the  plain  arms  of  Hungary,  which  they 
had  hitherto  used. 

The  Castle  built  by  the  Estoutevilles  is  situated  in  the

KoTE. — The  French  Genealogists  differ  in  some  respects  from  the  English  ones.  They 
assert  that  the  name  of  the  first  Robert's  wife  was  Jean  de  Talbot,  daughter  of  Hue 
Baron  de  Cleuville,  and  that  he  had  one  daughter  Emma,  married  to  the  gentlemen 
named  above  ;  and  one  son  only,  named  Kobert,  who  was  taken  prisoner  with  his  father 
at  the  battle  of  Tinchebray,  but  was  released  the  same  year.  The  son  is  stated  to  have 
married  Blanche  de  Kieux,  daughter  of  Quesnoc,  lord  of  Rieux,  and  by  her  to  have  had 
five  sous . —

doings.  William  cried  aloud  to  God  for  mercy,  promising 
amendment,  upon  which  the  apparition  vanished,  and  he  in 
consequence  endowed  the  Saint  with  lands,  and  furnished 
him  with  the  means  of  cultivating  them.  4,

ATRICK  DE  SKIPWITH,  the  youngest  Son

Sir  William  De  Skipwith,  Kt.,  Lord  of  Skipwith, 
who  was  living  in  the  time  of  Henry  iii.,  and  marrying 
AHce,  daughter  of  Sir  John  Thorpe,  became  possessed  of 
a  great  estate  in  Lincolnshire,  and  was  the  last  of  the  family 
that  resided  at  Skipwith.     His  son  and  heir 

Sir  John  De  Skipwith,  Kt.,  living  at  Thorpe,  was 
sometimes  styled  De  Thorpe  ;  he  likewise  possessed  the 
manor  of  Beakeby,  now  called  Bigby,  in  right  of  his  mother, 
and  having  married  Isabel,  daughter  and  heiress  of  Sir 
Robert  de  Arches,  Kt.,  of  Wranby,  in  the  same  county, 
had  also  possession  of  that  estate. 

Saunders,  in  his  "  History  of  Lincolnshire,"  states,  that  "in 
"  Bigby  church,  close  b}^  the  pulpit,  there  is  a  stone  on  which 
"  is  sculptured  the  figure  of  a  woman^  with  her  hands  in  a 
"  supplicatory  attitude,  and  a  greyhound  under  her  feet, 
"  around  which  is  a  mutilated  inscription,  of  which  nothing  is 
"  decipherable  but  the  name  of  Skipwith.  When  the  north 
"  aisle  was  standing,  a  statue,  supposed  to  be  one  of  the 
"  Skipwiths,  lay  there,  but  the  inscription  in  Saxon  charac- 
"  ters,  with  the  date,  1156,  was  broken  off,  when  it  was 
"  removed  to  the  belfry,  where  it  may  possibly  be  still  in 
"  existence." 

This  supposition  is  probably  erroneous,  for  the  Skipwiths 
did  not  leave  Yorkshire  till  after  1240,  and  though  possible, 
it  is  scarcely  probable  that  they  should  have  taken  with  them 
an  old  statue,  or  have  had  one  carved  after  their  arrival  in 
Lincolnshire,  to  the  memory  of  an  ancestor  who  had 
deceased  nearly  a  century  previously. 

Sir  John  was  succeeded  by  his  son, 
A.D.  1260.         John  de  Skipwith,  who  resided  at  Bigby,  and  increased 
his  estates  by  marriage  with  Margaret,  daughter  and  co-heiress 
of  Herbert  de  Flinton,  of  Yorkshire,  by  whom  he  had  a 
son  and  heir. 

Note. — Thorpe  was  once  in  possession  of  Joan  de  Estouteville,  the  wife  of  Hugh  de 
Wake.  "  Wills  de  Thorpe  tenet  in  Thorpe  viii.  partem  feodi  uiiius  militis  de  Johanna 
Wake,  et  ipsa  de  rege  in  capite  de  conq.    Tester  de  Neville,  N,  3l5d." 
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William  de  Skipwith,  who  married  Margaret,  daughter 
of  Ralph  Fitzsimon,  lord  of  Ormesby,  in  the  county  of 
Lincoln,  and  sister  and  sole  heir  of  Simon  Fitz-Ralph, 
through  whom  he  came  possessed  of  that  inheritance  which 
was  in  the  possession  of  Sir  Ralph  Fitzsimon,  Kt.,  who  in 
several  charters  was  called  "  nobilis,"  and  had  obtained  the 
estate  and  manor  by  his  wife^  the  daughter  and  heiress  of 
Ormesby,  of  Ormesby. 

The  Manor  of  Ormesby  remained  in  possession  of  the 
Skipwiths  for  more  than  250  years,  and  was  sold  during  the 
Commonwealth,  a.d  1632,  to  Sir  Drayner  Massingberd,  in 
possession  of  whose  descendants  it  still  remains. — Note. 

Nicholls,  in  his  "  History  of  Leicestershire  "  gives  the 
following  undated  and  unsigned  letter  written  by  some 
one,  apparently  deputed  to  enquire  into  the  history  of  the 
Skipwith  family  : — 

"  I  went  to  Ormesby  Church,  in  the  north  side  of  which 
"  is  a  chapel  supposed  to  have  been  built  by  a  Skipwith

Sir  William,  who  is  stated  by  some  writers  to  have  pur- 
sued the  learned  profession  of  his  father,  but  for  the  reasons 
hereafter  recorded,  it  is  doubtful  if  he  entered  the  legal  pro- 
fession at  all  j  and  the  eulogium  passed  upon  him  by  Fuller 
is  in  reality  due  to  his  father. 

Mr.  Foss,  in  his  "Lives  of  the  Judges  of  England,"  records 
his  opinion  that  there  was  only  one  Judge  of  the  name  of 
Skipwith.  He,  can  find  no  trace  in  the  Public  Records 
office  or  elsewhere,  of  a  second  Advocate  of  the  same  name, 
and  he  thinks  it  highly  improbable  that  an  unknown  man 
should,  at  one  step,  have  been  made  Chief  Justice  of  Ireland, 
as  the  second  Sir  William  is  asserted  to  have  been.  He 
clearly  proves  that  the  first  Sir  WilHam  lived  some  years 
later  than  the  40th  of  Ed.  in.,  and  he  finds  it  indubitably 
established  by  existing  records  that  he  was,  together  with  Sir 
Henry  Green,  Chief  Justice  of  the  King's  Bench,  removed 
from  his  office  of  Chief  Baron  of  the  Exchequer  in  the  alleged 
year  of  his  death,  and  imprisoned  on  charges  which  the  King 
^  understood  he  had  committed  ;  and  he  is  of  opinion  that  his 
innocence  being  afterwards  satisfactorily  established,  he  was 
appointed  Chief  Justice  of  Ireland,  being  afterwards  made 
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Justice  in  the  King's  Bench,  in  which  office  he  continued 
till  the  nth  year  of  Ric.  ii.,  when  he  resigned. 

In  a  family  pedigree,  prepared  about  the  beginning  of  the 
17  th  century,  in  the  Herald's  Office,  the  first  Sir  William  is 
named  CapitaHs  Justiciarum,  but  the  second  is  not  mentioned 
as  having  been  a  judge  at  all,  a  fact  which  would  surely 
have  been  recorded  had  he  been  one  and  highly  distinguished.

fact  of  another  baron  being  seated  in  the  Exchequer  m  his 
place  When  therefore  they  found  a  Skipwith  appointed 
a  Chief-Justice  of  Ireland  after  the  supposed  death  of  the 
first  Sir  WiUiam,  they  naturally  concluded  that  it  was  his 


son.

Lincoln,  in  the  7th  and  8th  years  of  Ric  n.  ;  and  of 
Justice  of  the  Peace  for  the  county  of  Lincoln,  in  the  nth

He  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  son, 

William  Skipwith,  Esq.,  who  married  two  wives,  ist 
Anne,  relict  of  Sir  Robert  Constable,  Kt.,  by  whom  he  had 
no  issue,  and  2nd,  Anne,  daughter  of  Thomas  Portington, 
Esq.,  by  whom  he  had  several  daughters,  but  no  issue  male 
that  survived  him.  On  his  death  he  was  succeeded  by  his 
brother, 

Edward,  who  married  Christiana,  daughter  of  Robert 
Ask,  Esq.,  of  Aughton,  in  Yorkshire,  and  had  issue  which  did 
not  survive.     On  his  death  he  was  succeeded  by  his  brother, 

Henry,  "  who  took  to  arms  in  his  youth,  and  rendered 
himself  famous  by  many  great  and  glorious  actions."  ^There 
was  a  monument  erected  to  his  memory  in  the  north  side  of 
Lambeth  church,  which  has  been  removed,  on  which,  after 
recording  his  ancestry,  it  is  stated  : — "  This  Henry  Skipwith 
"  was  bred  in  the  Netherlands,  under  that  famous  Generall, 
"  the  old  Lord  Willoughby,  and  afterwards  went  Captain  into 
"  Ireland  at  the  siege  of  Blackwater,  where  he  did  divers 
"  good  service  upon  the  enemie,  and  at  the  siege  of  Kinsaile, 
"  where  he  slew  a  Spanish  commander  hand  to  hand.  He 
"  was  Lieutenant-Colonel  to  the  late  Earl  of  Totnes,  and  at  a 
"  salie  by  the  Spaniards  out  of  Kinsaile,  receiving  a  wound, 
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"  and  forcing  the  Spaniards  out  of  a  fort ;  for  which  singular 
"  deed,  his  Generall,  the  then  Lord  Monjoy,  and  his  Colonel, 
**  the  then  Lord  Carew,  much  graced  him  after  that  memo- 
"rable  siege.  For  his  signal  merit  it  pleased  Queene 
*'  EHzabeth  to  give  him  the  prime  honour  to  build  her  the 
"  fort  of  Castle-Purque,  which  commanded  Kinsaile,  where 
'*  before  he  had  won  honour ;  she  gave  him  the  Constableship 
"  of  that  fort,  and  the  ward  therein,  which  was  confirmed 
"  by  King  James,  who  bestowed  a  pension  on  him,  having 
*'  sundry  times  modestly  refused  the  order  of  knighthood. 
"  He  was,  for  his  wisdom,  made  one  of  the  Councell  of 
"  State  for  the  province  of  Munster,  being  one  of  the 
jgg^j  "  ouldest  Captains  of  his  time,  who  continuing  a  pensioner 
"  to  our  most  excellent  King  Charles,  departed  this  mortal 
"r^oSTLonrn:  "  Hfe,  March  7th,  Anno  Dmi.  1630."^ 

There  is  a  family  picture  of  this  Henry,  painted,  it  is 
supposed,  by  Zucchero,  in  which  he  is  represented  with  a 
scroll  on  his  knee,  on  which  a  turn-stile  is  depicted  as  his 
crest ;  and  there  is  a  family  tradition  that  he  obtained  a  grant 
from  Queen  Elizabeth,  authorising  him  to  adopt  this  crest  in 
consequence  of  his  defending  a  turn-stile  in  Ireland  against 
the  Spaniards  j  but  of  the  truth  of  this  tradition,  which  the 
picture  must  have  given  rise  to,  I  can  find  no  confirmation. 
The  grant  is  not  registered  in  the  College  of  Arms,  nor  was 
any  mention  of  it  made  on  the  tablet  in  Lambeth  Church.

Skipwiths.        ''The   manor    of    Newbold   Revel   came   by  j  condensed  from 
descent  from  the  Wapenburys  to  the  Revels,  and  from  the    wickshire. 
Revels    to    the    Mallorys,   whose     descendant     married   a 
Throgmorton,  who  sold  it  to  Sir  William  Stanford,  who  was 
succeeded  by  his  son  Robert,  who  gave  it  to  Charles,  a 
younger   son  ;    he   sold  it  to    Elizabeth,   widow   of  John 
Alderford,  of  Abbott's  Salford,  Esq.,  for  her  son  Edward,  who 
sold  it  to  Sir  Simon  Clarke,  Bart.,  who  gave  it  to  his  niece 
Dorothy. 

Note. — In  the  Shakesperian  Museum  at  Stratford  there  is  exhibited  a  sign  of  the 
"  Falcon,"  said  to  be  the  very  one  in  use  when  the  tavern  at  Bidefoi'd  was  frequented 
by  Shakespere,  On  it  are  depicted  the  Skipwith  arms,  the  bloody  hand  bein§^onspicuous 
in  the  corner,  but  as  Shakespere  died  in  1616,  and  the  1st  Skipwith  baronetage  was  not 
created  till  1622,  there  are  reasonable  doubts  of  its  authenticity.  The  sign,  however, 
may  be  the  orisiinal  one,  and  the  arms  may  have  been  painted  on  it  at  a  later  period, 
when  the  Skipwith  family  became  possessors  of  Bidefordf

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There  is  a  monument  in  Salford  Church  erected  to  the 
memory  of  Lady  Dorothy  Clarke,  by  her  nephew,  Sir 
Fuhvar  Skipwith  ;  and  also  one  erected  by  Lady  Clarke  in 
memory  of  her  grandchild  who  died  in  1640,  which  is  so 
quaint  as  to  have  been  thought  worthy  of  a  place  in 
Camden's  remains :

Sir  Fulwar,  who  succeeded  his  grand-father,  and  marrying 
Mary,  daughter  of  Sir  Francis  Dashwood,  of  Wickham,  in 
Bucks,  Bart.,  had  by  her  five  sons  and  three  daughters.  He 
was  Member  of  Parliament  for  Coventry  in  17 13,  and  built 
Newbold  Hall.  He  died  at  Bath  in  1728,  and  was  suc- 
ceeded by  his  eldest  son, 
A.D.  1734.  Sir    Francis,    who   in    1734,    married    Ursula,   youngest 

daughter  of  Thomas   Cartwright,   Esq.,   of  Ainho,  and  by 
her,  who  died  on  the  loth  September,  177 1,  had  three  sons  :

■^Sj  ^  Skip  with,  Kt,  who  served  under  the  Duke  of 
^^^^^  Somerset,  had  a  son,  Edward,  by  his  second  wife, 
Anne,  daughter  of  John  Totheby,  Esq.,  who  was 
seated  at  Beniworth.  He  married  Mary, 
daughter  of  Richard  Hansard,  Esq.,  of  Bikesthorpe,  and  by 
her  had  issue,  one  son 

^Edward,  of  Gosperton  and  Grantham  in  Lincolnshire,  « 
whose  wife  was  EHzabeth,  daughter  of  John  Hatcher,  Esq., 
of  Coreby,   by  whom  he  had  a  daughter  EHzabeth,  first 
married  to  Sir  George  Cony,  Kt,  and  secondly  to  Sir  Fulwar 
Skipwith,  of  Newbold,  Bart ;  and  also  a  son. 

Sir  Thomas  Skipwith,  Kt.^  who  was  made  a  Sergeant- 
at-Law,  on  the  21st  of  April,  1675,  ^-nd  created  a  Baronet 
in  1678.  He  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Ralph  Lathorn, 
Esq.,  in  the  county  of  Essex,  and  dying,  June  2nd,  1694,  was 
succeeded  by  his  son, 

Sir  Thomas,  who  married  Margaret,  daughter  of  Lord 
Chandos.    ''He  is  mentioned  in  Mrs.  Manley's  memoirs,  as  a  ^ 
man  of  unenviable   notoriety,  even  in  those  days,  for  his 
bonnes  fortunes.     He  died  at  Bath,  on  June  15th,   17 10,  and 
was  succeeded  by  his  son, 
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Sir  George  Bridges,  who  married  the  sole  daughter 
and  heiress  of  Robert  Pitt,  M.D.,  and  died  without  issue,  on 
the  3rd  June,  1756,  when  the  Baronetcy  became  extinct. 

In  Whitelock's  memorials  of  English  affairs,  there  is 
A.D.  1756.  mention  made  of  a  Thomas  Skipwith  being  appointed  in 
1657,  one  of  the  Commissioners  for  surveying  the  forest  of 
Sherwood,  under  directions  issued  by  the  Parliament  of  the 
Protector,  and  he  was  probably  Sir  Thomas,  the  first 
Baronet. 

In  the  Church  at  Metheringham  there  are  still  in  existence, 
two  monuments  to  the  memory  of  these  Baronets,  and  the 
last  Baronet,  Sir  George  Bridges,  is  buried  there.  The  two 
Sir  Thomas's  are  buried  in  St.  Mary's  Chapel,  in  the  Parish 
Church  ofUpminster  ;  while  Margaret,  the  wife  of  the  second 
Sir  Thomas,  was  buried  in  Henry  the  7th  Chapel,  in  West- 
minster, on  the  8th  January,  1742.

Holies."  It  is  in  Sir  William's  own  handwriting,  and  is 
without  date.     Sir  William  was  succeeded  by  his  son, 

Henry,  of  Cotes,  in  the  parish  of  Prestwould,  who  was 
bom  in  the  year  1589.     He  was  knighted  on  the   19th  of 

"tiSram'Antia'  J^^^'  1609,  and  Created  a  baronet  ^on  the  20th  December, 
1622.  He  very  heartily  espoused  the  cause  of  Charles  i., 
and  on  the  28th  July,  1645,  had  the  honour  of  entertaining 
his  Sovereign  at  Cotes  ;  and  some  months  afterwards  was 
heavily  fined  by  the  Parliamentary  sequestrators.  He  was 
the  last  of  the  family  that  resided  at  Cotes,  in  Prestwould, 
which,  his  estates  being  considerably  impaired,  he  sold,  about 
the  year  1653,  to  Mr.  Packe,  by  whose  descendants  they 
are  still  enjoyed.

Anderson,  and  has  issue,  Cornelia — Adair  — 
Peyton — May — Carter. 
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George,  deceased,  has  left  one  son,  Nathanael,  and 

six  daughters. 
Grey,  deceased,  has  left  one  son,  Peyton,  and  one 

daughter. 
Lelia^  deceased,  married  George  Carter,  Esq.,  and 
had  issue  Charles,  deceased,  and  Mary,  who  mar- 
ried Joseph  Cabell,  Esq.,  and  died  without  issue. 
Sir  Peyton,  married  second,  Jean,  the  sister  of  his  first 
wife,  by  whom  he  had  issue, 

Humberston,  who  died  in  Sept.,  1863.  He  married, 
first,  Sarah  Nevison,  of  Norfolk,  by  whom  he  had 
two  daughters  ;  second,  Lelia  Robertson,  daughter 
of  Fulwar  Skip^vith,  by  whom  he  had  two  sons, 
Fulwar,  Grey,  and  two  daughters.

Fulwar,  bom  i8th  February,  18 10.  He  married  in 
1835,  Mary  Philadelphia,  eldest  daughter  of  the 
Rev.  Thomas  Coker  Adams,  of  Anstie,  and  had 
issue  five  sons  and  three  daughters,  of  whom  are 
surviving,  Grey  Townsend,  Lieutenant  in  the  Royal 
Engineers,  born  November,  1838;  Mary  Wilhel- 
mina ;  Frances  Annabella.  He  was  a  Judge  in 
the  service  of  the  Hon.  E.I.  Company;  obtained 
a  gold  medal  in  the  College  of  Fort  William,  and 
was  Author  of  a  Magt.  Guide,  which  passed  through 
three  editions.    He  retired  from  the  service  in  1856. 

Grey,  born  loth  April,  181 1,  a  Captain  in  the  Royal 
Navy.  He  has  been  in  active  service  since  1823 
to  the  present  time.  He  was  Flag-Lieutenant  to 
Admiral  Sir  William  Parker  during  the  China  war 
in  1841 — 42,  and  was  present  as  senior  Lieutenant 
of  the  Naval  Brigade  at  the  capture  of  Chapoo, 
Woosung,  Shanghai,  and  Chin-kiang-Foo,  and  the 
signing  of  the  treaty  at  Nankin.  He  was  for  five 
years  Commander  of  the  Coast  Guard,  and  in  1854, 
at  the  commencement  of  the  Russian  war,  surprised 
a  Russian  vessel,  and  carried  her  into  port.

He  was  appointed  to  the  43rd  in 
in  the  year  1834,  and  served  with  the  Regiment  in 
Canada  for  upwards  of  nine  years,  and  in  Ireland 
for  four.  In  the  year  185 1  he  obtained  the  rank 
of  Major  and  Lieut. -Colonel,  and  went  in  com- 
mand of  the  43rd  to  Caffraria  to  reinforce  the 
troops  under  Sir  Harry  Smith,  where  he  was 
engaged  in  several  skirmishes,  and  received  a 
medal  for  his  services.  He  was  made  full  Colonel 
in  1854;  went  on  half-pay  in  1858;  and  retired 
from  the  service  in  i860.  On  the  30th  May,  1866, 
he  married  Horatia  Charlotte,  the  eldest  daughter 
of  the  Rev.  H.  R.  Pechell,  Chancellor  of  Bix. 

Lionel,  born  5th  August,  18 16,  a  Proctor  in  Doctors' 
Commons.  He  married  on  the  9th  November, 
1852,  Nanette,  fourth  daughter  of  the  late  Thomas 
Walker,  Esq.,  of  Yorkshire,  by  whom  he  has  five 
sons  and  four  daughters.

Francis  Robert  Estouteville,  he  emigrated  to  New 
Zealand,  where  he  married,  but  died  sine  prole  1855.

Randolph,  born  25  th  November,  1822 :  in  holy  orders. 
He  married  2nd  September,  1846,  Mary  Holden, 
daughter  of  the  Rev.  H.  Steward,  and  has  issue 
Ernest  Estouteville,  and  Constance  Laura. 
Humberston,  born   8th   December,    1823  :  in   holy 
orders.

Sidmouth  Stowell,  born  29th  March,  1825,  Com- 
mander in  the  Royal  Navy,  which  he  entered  in 
1838,  and  has  been  in  active  service  to  the  present 
time.  On  the  breaking  out  of  the  Crimean  war  he 
was  employed  as  Lieutenant  under  Admiral  Sir  R. 
D.  Dundas,  and  secondly,  on  the  staff  of  Rear 
Admiral  Sir  C.  Freemantle ;  and  in  addition  to 
promotion  was  rewarded  for  his  services  during  the 
war,  with  the  English  medal  and  clasp  for  Sebas- 
topol,  and  the  Turkish  medal  awarded  by  the 
Sultan.

Sir  Grey  was  a  Liberal  in  politics,  and  was  Member  of 
Parliament  for  the  County  of  Warwick  from  1830  to  1832, 
when  he  retired.     He  was  for  many  years  Chairman  of  the 
Quarter  Sessions  at  Warwick,  where  he  was  distinguished  for 
his  impartiality,  gentleness,  and  courtesy.     The  lines  written 
by  Sir  J.  Beaumont  in  memory  of  Sir  W.  Skip  with,  Kt.,  are 
equally  applicable  to  Sir  Grey.     He  died  on  the  13th  May, 
1852,  and  was  buried  at  Monks  Kirby.     He  was  succeeded 
by  his  eldest  son, 

Sir  Thomas  George,  who  was  a  Captain  in  the  4th 
Dragoon  Guards  and  Colonel  of  the  2nd  Warwickshire 
Militia.  He  married  first  in  1840,  Emma,  daughter  of 
Thomas  Hatton,  Esq.,  but  she  died  issueless  on  the  14th 
June,  1842.  He  married  second  on  the  21st  May,  1853, 
Jane,  second  daughter  of  Hubert  Butler  Moore,  Esq.,  of 
Shannon  View,  County  of  Galway,  grand-daughter  of  the 
late  Dowager  Lady  Dunboyne,  and  by  her,  who  died  3rd 
May,  1862,  he  had  issue  :

Sir  Thomas  was  a  Liberal  in  politics,  and  in  1852  contested, 
but  unsuccessfully,  the  representation  of  the  Northern  Divi- 
sion of  Warwickshire.  For  eight  years  he  was  Vice-chairman 
of  the  Quarter  Sessions  at  Warwick,  the  arduous  and 
responsible  duties  of  which  office  he  so  well  fulfilled,  that  on 
resignation  thereof  he  received  a  vote  of  thanks.  The 
estates  of  Newbold  being  greatly  encumbered.  Sir  Thomas 
sold  a  large  portion  of  them,  together  with  Newbold  Hall. 
He  died  on  the  30th  November,  1863,  and  was  buried  at 
Harborough  Magna.     He  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  son.
